. 4 ſeeke for glory, from the fountaine of 


glory: 


| the Croſſe, thats my griefe: Chriſtſuffered 
3407? vpo 
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glory: but find miſerie beyond humane mi- 
ſery. J expect gladneſſe, as from the author 
of comfort: but finde ſadneſſe, ſuch as my 
tongue cannot vtter. I looke for life, at the 
giuer of life: but finde death more deadly 
than any death. I come as a man to vilit 
God: but finde God become the ſonne of 
man, that men might become the ſonnes of 
God. What J ſearch, I cannot finde, what l 
finde, I cannot deliuer. For the paſſion of 
Chriſt being compoũded of ſo many forci- 
ble contraries, as of glory, miſerie, gladneſſe, 
ſadneſſe, life, death, God, man; the vnion 
of theſe contrarieties in one ſubiect is ſo effe- 
ctuall, as it mooueth compaſſion; no paſh- 
on can expreſſe it; for contraries to be bo

I ſpeake not to amplifie, but to deliuer a 
trueth: for while Saint Stephen was (toned, 
the heauens were opened vnto him, and hee 
had the contemplation of the ioyes thereof 
to mitigate his torment. 

While Agatha her paps werecut off, ſhee 
had aſſiſtant vnto her the comfort of Peter 
the Phyſician : and when Saint Peter was in 
priſon, he had the conſolation, and the pre- 
ſence of the Angell to ſhake open the dore, 
and vnboult his fetters.

there was ſuch a conflux of ſorrow without 
pleaſure, as it made ſo great an inundation as 
all memes that mortality can ſhed,cannot 
poſſibly draw iti OT 
It i no {mall augmentation of ſorrow 
thinke who itis thatcauled our griefe; if an 
enemy wrong vs. the griefe is the leſs, becauſe 

tis expected; but if our friend iniury vs the 
griefe ſi the greater, beeauſe that loue which 
ſhould be nouriſhed with kindnes, is quen 

d with diſcourteſie, the very oyle that 
nouriſheth hatred. 
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Now what were they that crucified Chriſt? 
they were not Gentilet, of hom he expected 
not to be acknowledged, but they were [ewes 
a choſen Nation. They were not 7ewes, only 
but one was ada a Diſciple choſen, but an 
vnexpected traitour :if /xdas had betrayed 
him out of the malice of his own heart, only 
the griefe had been leſſe to the ſonne, if the 
diſcutteſie had beene colerated;by his hea- 
uenly father,nejther did the father only ſuf- 
fer it, but the ſonne conſented to his owne 
puniſhments. | 

A Conſpiracy, a „1 conſpiracy, of a 
- Tewtorned'a Gentile, of an Apoſtle turned 
an Apoſtata, ſuffered by the father to the 
ſonne, by the ſonne againſt himſelſe, and all 


Sk4dcting the death of an innocerlamb acting 
their parts co im̃ part a bleſſing to vs, that hy 


Iddthue might Haue our redemprion: I 


haue ſtruckẽ him, ſaith the father:Iwil give 
my life for my flocke, ſaith the ſon. Cruciſie 
him, Crucifie him, ſaith the Iewes: Pilate the 
Gentile condemned with his mouth, whom 


his heartknewto be innocent. The heatiens 
conſented, as deſiring to haue him reſtored 
vnto them. The earth did ſecond them, as 


having 
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hauing no other meanes of redemption: for 
their euils were againſt an infinite God, and 
infinite goodneſſe muſt fatisfie for them. 

Now what agriefeis it for the ſonne to be 
ſmitten with the conſent of his father, ſor the 
Lord to be derided of thoſe whoſe redemp- 
tion he was a ranſoming, to ſuffer ſuch great 
and greeuous puniſhments by his owne vo- 
luntary approbations, what a griefe is it? he 
forbore to vſe his owne power in reſiſting 
theſe opprobries, in the time of his paſſion 
not that heought to doo, as ſuffring for his 
owne ſinnes, being without ſinne, but that he 
would doe ſo, in the fulnefle of his charity, 
ſubmitting himſelfe to the mercy of thoſe, 
who had not found mercy, but by his ſuffe- 
ring : hee was rich aboue all, becauſe God 
without ſinne; poore aboue all,becauſe man 
for our ſinnes. To theſe adde the tendernes 
of the fleſh, which did ſuffer; the contemptu- 
ous deriding world, for which hee ſuffered; 
the griefe of his diſciples fleeing, becauſe he 
ſuffered : adde all things, adde euery thing, 
except you ſee all dolours of euery martyr 
ouercommed and ſurpaſſed in this dolorous 
paſſion of our bleiled Sauiour. 00 
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Thou ſeeſt not vhat the Crotle can teach 
thee, or Chriſt crucified-doth giue thee to 
conceiue, words are 2 expreſſe the 
greatneſſe of his paſſion. His dolors were 
mfinite, not to be numbred by art; or com- 
prehended by mans apprehenlion; ſuch and 
ſo vehement, as affected the heavens; the 
earth, the living, the dead, the ſenſible, and 
vnſenſible creatures; the Sunne was obſcu- 
red, and the moone hid her ſelfe for ſhame, 
the earth trembled for feare, the monumẽts 
opened themſelues, and the dead aroſe aſto- . 
niſhed ; and what diſtraction of minde mans 
tongue cannot deliver, nature her ſelfe vn- 
dertooke to diſcouer: our griefe is from this 
ſorrow ; but our joy is, that this ſorrow and 
griefe was ſuffred for our redemption. 
Martyrdome is a great myſtery. It is not . 
that ſowre, which the ſenſe conceiueth, but 
it is that ſweetneſſe, which no ſenſe conceits 
aright : for albeit. the habit of that death be 
vnnaturall, and it ſelte contemptuous; yet to 
him that with the eie erſtanding, mea - 
ſureũ tññe effect by the cauſe, there is nothing | 
¶ leſſe in it, than that the world man ſeeth in 
it; they come not vnarmed to this _—

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heir breſts are armed with the ic brelt-plate of 
uſtice. Their feet ar e ſhod ſo that they can

T* maligners of authority , that can 


neither brooke ſuperiors , nor admit 

their equals; doe in diſgrace thereof 
inſinuate, that the firſt conceit of Superiori- 
ty procceded from Lucifer; Ex quodem fa. 
ſtuſuperbiæ cupient ſuper alios exaltari, as it is 
inthe 38, of Ex · ch. and 14, of Eſay. Alled- 
ging furcher, that hce that did next ſecond 
that aſpiring ſpirit, was Cain the murtherer: 
ui ciuitat em ædiſicauit vt dominaretur in ea. 
Gen,4.Not forgetting to preſſe for theirpur- 
poſe, that thoſe rulers that ſucceeded th 
after the loud, was Nimrod de Cham maledi- 
Eo ſilis Noe, Gen, g. And thoſe Rebuſti vena- 
tores, Belus of Babylon, and Ninw the firſt 
Monarch of the Allyrians; whoſe tyranni- 
call gouernment, as it was a diſgrace to their 
perſons: ſe would they * 
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ſtaine to the place they ſuſtained. But litle he 
knowes that doth not acknowledge, that it 
doth 8 from the ſunne, to be ha- 
ted of the Owlez nor detract from the dig- 
nity of Princes, that becauſe the light of 
magiſtrates vnderſlãding. illuminated from 
aboue, diſcouers the werkes of darkeneſſe 
and malefactors z they ſo become fearefull 
and therefore odious to euill doers. For all 
power is of God, Non eſt poteſtas niſt 4 Deo.

In 
rum capitum, he thought it neceſſaty, ia hac b 
tanta audacia ſeclerum, aliquem eſſe oportere, 
Aduerſies quem nemo ſibi ſatis potent videretar ; 
and ſo made difference of his people,. ma. 
king ſome as fit to rule as others to obey, 
ordaining gouernment, by placing Rulers 
ouer them: Per me Reges regnant, & legum 
DOonditares decernunt mita ; per ms Print ipet « 
imperant, &.

For albeit wee beate all one ſtampe, & are 
all eaſt of one mettall; yet while Gods ac+ 
count is in caſting, ſome ſtand for millions, 
ſome for thouſands; ſome for pounds, ſome 
far pence ; and are all to bee teputed accor- 
ding to the dignity of their places: ſo that 
Princes that ſtand for great ſummss, muſt 
be teſpected with great reuerence: they bee, 
asthe Schaole men call them, Inſtrumenta 
De principaliter ages and in this ſenſe cal.

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great a commander, how can wee breake it 
more, than when he hath ordained, that ge- 
nerations ſhould ſucceede by 1 ;

encedue to our Prince, who as hee is Gods 
Deputy on earth, is to bee reſpected accor- 
dingly; when his honor conſiſts in the mul- 
titude of obedient hearts; what mp diſ- 
honour than to diminiſh the number? 

If we leaue the light of Religion, and take 
a view with our naturall cies; what ſtirres her 
more to wrath then the light of bloud?what 
workes her confuſion more readily rhan diſ- 
cord?
